Minister of Agricuiture Says: 
Vote of Money Goes to! 


Pay Inspectors. 


MR. MARTELL SPEAKS 


Hon. W. R. Motherwell States 
That Shipping Conditions 
Are Being Improved. 


Feb, 20--(Canadian 
Press)—-When a vote for $200,000 
for civil government of the fruit 
branch, department of agriculture. 
was under discussion in House 
today, L. -. Martell, Liberal, 
Hants, advised the Minister of Agri- 
culture to get away from restric- 
tions on the apple grower. “The 
sooner the minister gives adequate 
protection to the fruit grower, the 
better,” Mr. Martell continued, He 
did not mean tariff protection. He 
meant protection to the man who put 
up a pack of good apples. The trou- 
ble was, that the minister, instead of 
trusting his inspectors down in the 
maritime provinces, was taking the 
advice of a lot of highly paid of- 
ficials at Ottawa. 

There was an

to talk,” Mr, Martell declared. 

Mr. Motherwell explained that 
Practically all of the $200,000 vote 
for the fruit branch was spent for 
inspectors because the work was 
mostly ef an educational nature 
which involved the travelling ex- 
penses of the department's inspec- 
tors. 

Mr. Martell went on: “I happen to 
be one who is not particularly in his 
good books,” referring to Hon. Mr. 
Motherweil; “but nevertheless, I ean 
protect myself and I can protect the 
interests of my constituents as long 
as I have the honor of having a seat 
in this house.” 

“It is all very well,” continued 
Mr. Mariell,” for our people to ad- 
vocate shipping into the central 
market of Canada. It is all very well 
to ask us to sell our produce in wes- 
tern Canada. We cannot do it un- 
der the present system of railway 
rates, but right at home where our 
people grow the best apples that are 
produced in the British empire, we 
are unable, through the fault of the 
department of agriculture, to get our 
apples on the English market, which 
should be our chief market. 

“What we are asking today is 
that the department of public works 
provide properly heated accomnioda- 
tion so that we will be in a position 
to ship our produce to the markets 
of the world. Facilities in the city of
